What is of 
concern is that the operator have a valid license to oper- 
ate that transmitter. Once licensed, an operator may 
legally communicate with other licensed operators. 

“An Amateur radio operator within the territorial waters 
of the United States must have either a reciprocal permit 
or a United States Amateur license. A United States cit- 
izen must always have an FCC license to operate an Ama- 
teur radio station in the United States. The operator mu- 
ust abide by the legal restrictions of the host country in 
which he wishes to operate, in addition to the require- 
ments of the country which issued his license. 

“While in international waters, an Amateur radio operator 
may operate under any valid Amateur license regardless of 
the country of issuance. 

“With respect to a foreign-licensed Amateur radio station 
being operated on board a United States vessel in Inter- 
national waters, you are advised that, if the Amateur radio 
station engaged in violative conduct, the licensing country 
would be notified so that appropriate remedial action cou- 
ld be taken.

WHERE DID HALLICRAF TERS GO? 


Even if you’re brand new to ham radio you know the name. What 
ham hasn’t seen an old Hallicrafters receiver at a flea market! 
But, whatever happened to the company — is the name 
Hallicrafters still in the field of electronics? 

Bill Halligan, W9AC, began his company in 1933 — dedicated to 
the idea of producing high quality equipment for the radio amateur. 
Along came the WW-II years and a mighty effort by his company to 
keep up with the demands of the military for top-flight com- 
municatons equipment. (If you’re a ham of pre-TVI vintage you 
can really relate to that feeling of command when keying a surplus 
BC-610! ) 

Following the war there was an influx of imports; of admittedly 
lower price and quality — a market almost impossible to compete 
with in those days. During the 60’s the company changed hands, 
going from Penn-Texas to Northrop, and thence to a subsidiary 
(Wilcox). During this period the amateur radio end of things 
received practically no attention (either in development or in in- 
ventory). In 1975, as a result of the burgeoning CB business, The 
Breaker Corporation purchased the name and civilian works. At 
about the time they were ready to go ahead with plans in the ham 
radio field, the bottom fell out of the CB market and there went the 
capital necessary for expansion. 

In 1979, Clarence Long, a man with a real feeling for what the 
company name represented, purchased the name and few physical 
assets from Breaker. He moved the company to South Florida 
(Cutler Ridge), and while planning ahead for the amateur radio 
market, is currently directing major efforts in production and 
overseas sales of commercial lines. As this becomes more securely 
established, and as cash loosens up for inventory replenishment, 
plans will get underway for re-entry into the amateur radio field. 

No, Bill Halligan, they haven’t forgotten the name; nor the 
quality and integrity that Hallicrafters had — and will — represent 
in the wide world of amateur raduo.

TO ALL FLORIDA TRAFFIC PEOPLE 

The item in last month’s SKIP by ARRL official Huddleston 
(K4SCL), is in error! 

The management of the Florida Midday Traffic Net (FMTN) did 
not approach N4WA with any proposal. Actually Walt approached 
N4UF abut a settlement which we appreciate as FMTN is always 
willing to listen. In FLORIDA SKIP, Feb., 1979, an article was 
published listing FMTNs idea of a fair compromise and this was the 
same position presented to Walt when he inquired. FMTN still feels 
that its members have the right to elect their own leadership and 
not have it dictated by ARRL. We think we are responsible enough 
to be trusted with that decision. 

As for the charge that FMTN has spread lies, etc. . . . everything 
which I have written, seen, or read can be backed up with 
documentation. Can Huddleston back up what he says? 

FMTN thanks the many Florida amateurs whohave rallied 
behind it and helped make December 1979 the biggest month ever 
in FMTN history and given it top average message per session 
total of any Florida net for the last 17 months running. During 1979, 
FMTN handled 76 percent of the 40-meter section level traffic and 
had 76 percent of the stations checking in while AFPN could 
manage only a 24 percent share. This despite the full support of the 
ARRL to AFPN and the.double handling of traffic rerouted to 
AFPN from earlier nets where it used to go direct. In view of ARRL 
President Dannals’ observations at Miami about complaints of too 
many nets serving no useful purpose . . . this needless tying up of 
frequencies by AFPN would seem not to be in our best interests. 
Yet, it persists sanctioned by our Florida ARRL leadership. With 
elections due in both North and South Florida, FMTN hopes each 
ARRL member will take a long, hard look at the candidates and 
remember who got us into this situation by attempting a power play 
on the FMTN members who have operated under their own 
leadership for the past 23 years.

With so many controls a means was needed to provide feedback 
that control functions were accomplished. 

A multiplicity of tones and beeps was not ideal and hence, the 
voice talk back concept was developed. Using a Tele Sensory 
System, Inc., special IC programmed in ASC11 language there are 
the full ASC11 keyboard characters with 64 words available which 
includes 10 digits. The voice is generated by electronic speech 
synthesis and does sound lke a robot, hence, the R2D2 connotation. 

The basic function is to repeat back any digits entered into the 
repeater via ‘‘touch tones’’©. This led to many additional features. 
WB4UFA withthe programming assistance of W4MGK; Al Preuss, 
and others derived the following: 

Repeat back of telephone numbers dialed 

Speed dialing for members 

Auto call ident of station using speed dial

The voice synthesizer function is identified by R2D2 being 
“spoken” and has been very well accepted by the members of the 
Gold Coast FM Association and by area visitors who are impressed 
by the technology within the 01/61 machine.
